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WHY BISMARCK RESIGNED. 
THE KAIBER'S VERSION. 

Tho momoirs of the lata Prince zu Hohenloho 
have bo-n published at Stuttgart by order of 
the Isfe Chancellor's youngest san, Prince 
Alexander cu Hoheulohe-Schillingfiiest, They 
contain, among other intoresting matter, what 
may be regarded as tho first authentic account 
of the circumstances attending the resiguation| 
of Prince von Bismarck, the account being 
given by the Emperor himsolf. - 

Prince zu Hobenloho, writiig in bis diary at 
Strasaburg, on April 26th, 1890, says that on 
April 24th, he drove to. the hunting lodge at 
Sufflentcins with (ho Emperor, who during the 
hour's drive gave a full history of tho split 
between himself and Prince von Bismarck, 

Lhe coolness began in Decomber, and Princa 
von Bismarck, it will bo remember d, resigtued 
in March. Tho Emporor wanted to, take the 
initiative in the protection of workmen, urging 
that the Government must take action before 
partias in the Reichstag took np the matter, 
‘The Chancellor opposed tho Braporor, desiring 
to introduce a Socialist law into the Keoichstag, 
with a thrent to dissolve the Reichstag if the 
bill did not pass, and to take anergetio action if 
it. cama to strike. The Emperor objected, 
saying that nobody would have thonght ill of 
‘his iustrions grandfather it after hia glorious 
reign ho bad proceeded against the strikors; 
but with him it was different, ho had done 
nothing yet, and would be accused of hoyinning 
his reign by eLooting down his subjects, Ilo 
was ready to proceed aguinst strikes, but only 
after irviug to satisfy tho just grisvances of the 
workmen, ‘he Emporor therefore ordered 
decrees to bo drawn up for an international 
conference for the protection of workmen, anil 
this was-done aftor the watter had been 
submitted to the Council of State, in «pite of 
Bismarck’s vehemont protests. ‘The Chancellor, 
however, agitated among the diplomats in 
Berlin against the conference, 

‘Lhe aplit waa widoned ‘by the Cubinet Order 
of 1852.. When goo relations,exixted botwoon 
thom, Bismarck had often advised. the Em- 
peror to sammon the Ministers to report direct 
to him, but now that the Emperor actod on 
this advice, and. the Chancellor saw that the 
Ministers were moro frequently with tho 
Eimperor, he became jealous, and producod o 
Cabinet Order, dated 1853,. which forbado 
Ministers to have audience of the Emperor 
without the Chancellor being present. The 
Emperor demandud its repeal; Bismarek ot first 
assented, end then. iguored the matter, antil 
tho Emperor sent Coneral vou Hahnke to tell | 
the Chancellor te rapoal the order or to resign. 
After some hositation Bismarek ‘resigned ‘on 
March 13th. Ho bul said in Fuorupry: that ho 
would resign, but had changed his mind Later. 
The Emporor had aut liked this, hut bad wot 
reinvostratod, 

The three weeks prior to the resignation 
were full of disagroouble conversation between 
the Etnporor and bis Chancellor, “ Itawas o 
disgusting time,” the Emperor snid_to Prince! 
vo: Hohunlole, “Lt wasa question whether 
the Hohenzollern: or Bismarck dynasty should 
reign ax regarded Germany's forvign policy.” 

The Emperar maintained that ismarck 
weut his own way, and withbeld much that he 
did fromthe Emperor; and, indeed, that he 
sent .word 19 the Tsor, declaring that the 
Emperor wanted to pursue an anti-Rugsian 
polivy. On this. point the Emperor admitted 
that Lo had.si0 proof, 

Describing vo pudience with the Empress 
Frederick after Prince von Bismarck’ i 
nation, Priace von Hohenlohe’ says: 
Empress, did not appear satisfied at the wa 
ja which the Chancellor had been dismissed. 
She said, howeser, that-the Exporor Frede- 
rick bad ulways combatted ~the Chancellor's 
legintation. 

From the reasons for Bismarck’s resignation 
given to the “commanding officers by the 
Emperor, Prince von Hahenlohe comes to the 
couclusion that Germany’s policy: as regards 
Russia was largely responsible for the eplit. 
Lpo Emperor said: then that Russia wanted to 
occupy Bulgaria and gccuro Germany's neu- 
tralily, but Gormany must {6h her obligations 
as Austria's ally. A Russian military occupn- 
tion of Bulgaria meaut a war with Austria, 

“Tismurck,” says Prince von LEltohenloho, 
“wauted to leave Austria in the lurch, bul. the 
Emperor wanted to go with Austria, even ab the 
risk of being involved in a war with Russia oud 
‘France. ‘Vhis, explains to me. Bismarck’y 
remark, ‘he Emperor ix pursuing a policy tike 
that of Frederick William ‘the Fourth; that is 
a black epot in the fature.’” 

Bismarck’s verxion of his resignation will not
